If Bryan was not to blame for the 


deficit, how about Adam McMul- 
len and his management of public 
affairs ?

During this period of fifty-one 
years no movement of people hy.d 
Uikcn place which was to have any 
permanent rlEecls upon the growth 
and development of the state. Bui 
there were two interesting migra- 
tions 
through the state 
which 


should be mentioned—the Mormon 
movement beginning- in 1844 and 
tho Gold Rush beginning in 1S49. 


The Mormons when compelled to 
leave their homes In Illinois mi- 
grated westward finally settling in 
Utah. 
Winter quarters were es- 


tablished at what is now Florence, 
Mix miles north of Omaha, and as 
many as 15,000 people were housed 


"there. While a few of the Mor- 


mons made their permanent homes 
In this region their influence In 
the development of the state was 
negligible. 


In the '49 days of the mad rush 


to California by the gold seekers 
It is estimated that 65,000 people 
passed over the Oregon trail alone, 
traveling in covered 
wagons, 
horseback, or even on foot. Mairy 
died along the way 
and 
a few 


abandoned thoughts of the fabu- 


• lous riches awaiting them to ex-- 


change their picks/and shovels for 
the plow and spade and begin life 
as pioneers in the new country. 


South Balks Settlement. 


The Plains region, especially the 
Platte Valley, had come into favor-

Canada to Texas was visited by 
one of the greatest disasters of its 
pioneer history. 
Seiere drouth 
continued through several years, 
drove ^the pioneer 
homesteaders 
from their claims and left the coun- 
try 
covered with the ruins of 
crumbling sod houses and deserted 
shacks 
Land in that region at 
^that time went begging for a buyei 
at one dollar an acre. Mortgages 
were foreclosed and the mortgage 
' companies went into bankruptcy 
after securing titles to the land. 
Cities and 
towns were deserted 
Local ' railroad business 
fell to 
nearly nothing. It was a universal 
period of distress and suffering not 
confined to the semi-arid region but 
reaching Uie towns and cities of the 
Missouri Valley, depressing real 
estate values, and In Lincoln mak- 
ing whole streets of empty houses 
pleading 
for rent-free tenants m 
order to maintain flre insurance 
N*w Method Introduced. 
"Into this area "ef distress and 
desolation 'came the propaganda of 
the new farming method. If the 
method was not whollj new it came 
with a new emphasis and applica- 
tion. Gradually It spread 
from 


community to community and from 
state to state. It established a press 
of its own. It published books and 
pamphlets. It held conventions. It 
made 
thousands 
of public' ad- 
dresses. It enlisted the great rail- 
way companies of 
the 
western 
plains and the mountain region. It 
established experimental farms sus- 
tained by private capital like those 
of George ~W. Holdrege. 


"In thirty years time the deserted 
plains 
of the 
semi-arid 
region 
changed from a wilderness to a 
country 
dotted -with 
successful 
farmers and ranchmen. 
Today a 


single high plains county like Ca- 
heyene county. Neb., boasts that 
It raised 5,000,000 bushels of wheat 
and 4,000,000 bushels of corn with- 
out irrigation in a single year. To- 
day the distant high plains of Colo- 
rado, Texas,_ Oklahoma, Montana 
and the Dakotas practice the im- 
proved method of farming fitted for 
a region where the rainfall is often 
less than fifteen Inches and some- 
times as little as eight inches per 
annum- 
The Improved method of 
farming has gone out, into the des- 
erts of Arizona and Sduthern Cali- 
fornia -and tested its application to 
the soils and climate there. 


"Among the many erperlmentors 
and advocates 
of the improved 


farming method Hardy T\". Camp- 
bell of South Pasadena, Calif., has 
a noted place. He was the founder 
of the original propaganda for the 
improved farming "-method thirty- 
five years ago. His home was then 
at Lincoln. He published a maga- 
zine devoted to soil culture or "dry 
farming," as it was then called. He 
was called into the services of the 
Burlington railroad company by 
George -W. Holdrege, tone of the 
clearest and hardest-pleaded prac-" 
tical men of the;,past fifty years in 
Nebraska, Mr- Campbell gave years 
of his life in the Burlington service
